In the 24 years since reciprocal .trade be­ 


came national policy, all the things that were 


expected to change have remained the same. 


Tariff is still a local issue for politicians. 


Protection for specific industries still is a 


necessity in conflict with the necessity of 


buying as well as selling in the foreign 


market. 


The dilemma that concerned William Mc­ 
Kinley, who once had been the ablest spokes­ 
men for tariff protection when the coun­ 
try ’s industrialism was gathering strength, 
still puzzles congressmen. How to live in an 
interdependent world without sacrificing a 
little independence? 


For McKinley, tariff always was an issue 
of national policy The purpose of tariff pro­ 
tection was to build a strong industrial 
foundation. But once the foundation had been 
built, even a protectionist would have to 
concede, as McKinley conceded, that recipro­ 
city would be needed to keep the country 
strong. The tilt between protectionists and 


those who wanted reciprocity began before 
the turn of the century and is still continuing. 
In the latest showdown, reciprocity has 
been renewed by a one sided House vote in 
a stronger form than ever before — for five 
years, instead of only two years, as in the 
past. This was done by the combined votes 
of Democrats and Republicans, with Demo­ 
crats support? ng the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion more strongly than Republicans. 
This kind of coalition has given rise to 
the truism that tariff is essentially a local 
issue in politics that cuts across party lines, 
as it did in the House voted this year. What 
the Senate vote will look like is anyone’s 
guess, but it probably will turn out the same 
way. 
When all the protectionist speeches have 
been made for the record, senators who feel 
they must vote for protection to represent 
their states will vote that way. But senators 
whose states have a balance of interest be­ 
tween reciprocity and protection will resolve 
the difference in favor of reciprocity — and 
they will be the majority.

The possibility that Sherman Adams might 


be nibbled to death one of these days by 
investigative ducks is suggested again by in­ 
clusion of his name in testimony before the 
House subcommittee on legislative oversight. 
The title of this committee should not be 
misinterpreted. It does not mean the House 
has been neglecting any of its duties. It 
means the 
House has a duty to 
oversee 
regulatory agencies. 


These are the 
agencies that 
politicians 
routinely make contact with in behalf of their 
constituents, which is a service all politicians 
are expected to perform. All that is neces­ 
sary to prove the politicians are on the job 
is to investigate their 
contacts with 
the 
agencies. 


But the investigation can be carried on in 
a manner to suggest that a routine perform­ 
ance 
is 
ar. 
underhanded, 
corrupt, 
sly 
maneuver. At any given moment at any given 
day a public figure can be smeared from 
head to toe with innuendos, exposed to rid­ 
icule by a caviling press and made the 
victim of as ruthless a character assasina* 
tion as anything ever done in Moscow, where 
assassinations do not always stop at char­ 
acter. 


The House subcommittee on legislative ove 
sight demonstrated this earlier in the year 
when it drove Richard A. Mack out of the 
Federal Communications Commission. Its new 
targets of interest are the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission—and as before, it will turn out 
that one of the Washingtonians who got in 
touch with them and sometimes was in touch 
with people who had business pending before 
them was Sherman Adams, the presidential 
assistants. His name and others will be drag­ 
ged through just enough innuendo to give 
guillibie citizens the impression some kind of 
funny business was going on.

Cyrus Eaton, generally speaking, needs no 
help in hic tiff with the chairman of the 
House Committee on un-American Activities. 
Mr. Eaton is well able to take care of him­ 
self, having attained an age and a degree 
of wealth that makes him immune to per­ 
sonal injury. 
But those who close in when notables bick­ 
er are always in danger of being knocked 
askew by a stray stone. In this bicker, the 
stray stone to keep an eye on is Mr. Ea­ 
ton’s opinion that the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation and other federal security agen­ 
cies are “snooping, informing and creeping 
up on people.” 
This is opinion, and Mr. Eaton is free to 
speak his mind. It is of no interest to the 
House Committee on un-American Activities 
what a citizen thinks about any federal bu­ 
reau or agency. At least, it is of no legiti­ 
mate interest. 
But if Mr. Eaton has been so friendly with 
Soviet officials that he might be in technical 
violation of the Logan Act, the un-American 
Activities Committee, or some committee, 
should find out about it. The Logan Act 
says no U.S. citizen shall be in touch with 
the agents of a foreign government in an ef­ 
fort to influence U.S. foreign policy. 
Anyone who gets struck accidentally by 
the idea that a citizen can be investigated 
for criticizing even the well-thought-of FBI 
needs to be restored to his senses — and 
this might include the chairman of theHouse 
Committe on un-American Activities.

THE MISGUIDED theory that

Yet in America there are fac­ 
tions, some of them partisans, 
which have sought to make it ap­

blocking peace because it doesn’t 
want to agree to suspend nuclear 
tests without some controls on the 
production and use of H-bombs.

h-ve put themselves in the posi­ 
tion of aiding the Soviet side of 
the debate by insisting that a sus­ 
pension of nuclear tests alone is 
desirable, no m atter whether any 
other agreements are reached 
Prim e Minister Macmillan, how­ 
ever. who has to face in his own 
country the same kind of misuse 
of international issues for partisan 
purposes, takes the flat position 
that suspension of nuclear tests 
cannot be agreed to by Great Bri­ 
tain until it has full knowledge of 
atomic matters that now are with­ 
held by the United States through 
an act of Congress. , 
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THIS, OF COURSE, is the root 
of the trouble — it’s the perennial 
cause 
of 
misunderstanding 
and 
mistrust. 
Since the news of what is hap­ 
pening inside the Soviet Union is 
censored and the people of that 
country are not permitted to read 
what is happening in their o w n 
government or in the governments 
abroad, there can be no solid basis 
for a peaceful relationship. 
Inevitably distortions will lead to 
the misunderstandings and miscal­ 
culations which so often in the past 
have brought on war. 
Throughout the whole world to­ 
day there is a demand by public 
opinion that every step humanly 
possible shall be taken to avert a 
war. Many persons have gone to 
lengths almost of fanaticism in 
arguing, for instance, that suspen­ 
sion of nuclear tests is a start to­ 


t o PUT IT anoher way, the 
Prime Minister is thinking of the 
security of his own country. He 
puts first and foremost the neces­ 
sity of more testing and ties this 
to a further acquisitoin from the 
United States of scientific data that 
can be utilized in British tests. 
What seems strange is that, with 
all th'5 disclosures in recent testi­ 
mony in Congress about the horri­ 
ble ways by which germs now can 
be used in chemical warfare, no 
group of zealots has come forward 
to demand that these tests—which 
are going on all the time in the 
laboratories of the world — shall 
also be suspended. 
Indeed Khrushchev has just an­ 
nounced an expansion of the chem­ 
ical industry in the Soviet Union. 
it isn’t the testing of devices or 
the scientific knowledge of death- 
dealing weapons that menaces the 
peace of the world. It isn’t the 
weapon itself but the mind that or­ 
ders the trigger pulled, that must 
be restrained. 
This cannot be controlled so long 
as the people of the Soviet Union 
themselves are enslaved and are 
not allowed to get uncensored news 
of their own country and the rest 
of the world. 


Welfare Pork Barrel

‘Would you mind checking my tray again? On my diet, 
I’m not supposed to be eating $1.35 worth!” 


The Douglas “ Area Redevelop­ 
ment Bill,” S.3683 has passed the 
Senate and is now pending in the 
House. Were its implications not 
so serious, it could easily pass as 
an act of comedy. 
Never, since the once famous 
but now almost forgotten EPIC 
movement promoted by Upton Sin­ 
clair in California in 1934, 
has 
anything so absurd seriously ap­ 
proached reality. 
Indeed, it has the same basic 
elements as the older “production 
for use. not profit” crazes. For it 
would, through a federal bureau­ 
cracy. enter an area, either indus­ 
trial or rural which is not doing 
well economically and open 
up 
abandoned 
or 
unused 
factories, 
bring in new machinery and pre­ 
sumably put people to work mak­ 
ing whatever they could rn a k e— 
all with federal money. 
I se no reason why the same 
thing could not happen, under the 
term s of the bill, with abandoned 
farms. 


MOREOVER, the plan would be 
to seize upon the idle, rusty indi­ 
viduals in the area and put them 
into vocational schools. 
Then, 
when 
everybody 
was 
working at producing what 
was 
not 
needed, 
“prevailing 
wage 
rates” would be paid for a 40- 
hour week. 
It should be noted first that this 
adventure in socialism (for it is 
not unlike the socialist colonies of 
the Fourier type which flourished 
and faV d back in the 1840’s> is 
to be bestowed, according to the 
bill, only on places where th^re 
has been long-term and “persist­ 
ent” distress. 
Thus, it cannot be merely a 
scheme 
to 
help 
a 
community 
which is suddenly in trouble be­ 
cause of this recession. 
It would aim to bring to life 
cases of chronic community de­ 
terioration. So it would not be a 
terriDorary affair but would con­ 
tinue on and on, for chronic illness 
nerds protracted treatment. 
Forty-six senators voted for this, 
in many cases not so much to 
rehabilitate decayed industry and 
farms but to rebuild broken-down 
political fences. For nothing but a 
pork barrel would have rallied 
some 
of 
the 
co-sponsors 
who 
helped Douglas put the show on 
the road. 
To their everlasting credit, mi­ 
nority senators on the Banking and 
Currency Committee s c o r e d the 
bill with blistering and incontro­ 
vertible facts. They were Senators 
Fulbright, Robertson, Frear, Cape- 
hart. Bricker, Bennett and Bush. 


THESE SENATORS DOinted out 


in their minority report the fraud­ 
ulent nature of the claim that the 
plan would appreciably help un­ 
employment. At the time it passed 
the committee the bill would have 
affected only one in eight of the 
unemployed. 
It would also, according to the 
minority, discriminate in favor of 
only a limited number of Com­ 
munities and put them into com­ 
petition with other communities 
which for normal reasons 
had 
taken business away from dis­ 
tressed ones. 
Moreover, it completely ignores 
the existence of at least two agen­ 
cies already in existence, designed 
to help such distress — one in the 
Department of Commerce, the oth­ 
er in the Department of Agricul­ 
ture 
Both agencies were helped 
by new money voted in April, 1958. 
The Douglas bill would also, un­ 
der a new and fancy name, “ re­ 
training 
subsistence 
payments,” 
provide supplementary unemploy­ 
ment compensation, which has al­ 
ready been provided 
by 
a 
bill 
passed recently and signed by the 
President. 
The minority sums up with this: 
“ Instead of attempting to find a 
real solution to the problems of 
chronic unemployment, the spon­ 
sors of this bill have followed the 
easy but not always wise policy 
of finding a new channel in which 
to pour federal funds.” 
Congress is still in session and 
therefore 
we 
little know what 
economic and political sins will ba 
committed in the name of stop­ 
ping the recession. But this bill 
may well indicate what may be 
invented under that guise.

ing a concern in a number of areas 
of the state during the last part 
of May and in early JUJune were 
relieved by early June rains cov­ 
ering the entire state. 
Wheat production prospects im­ 
proved during May. Temperatures 
averaging a little below normal 
were favorable for growth and soil 
moisture supplies were adequate 
for the crop in nearly all areas. 
About 80 per cent of the crop was 
headed by the end of the first wegk 
of June. 
The oats crop, most of which was 
seeded prior to May I, made good 
prospects during the month ex­ 
cept for some acreage planted late. 
Winter barley and rye prospects 
are also favorable. 
Growth of pasture and hay 
crops was generally good to excel­ 
lent throughout the month. In some 
areas dry weather toward the end 
of the month retarded growth, but 
recent rains should prove very ben­ 
eficial. 
Harvest of first crop alfalfa hay 
began in most areas during the 
last week of May and is 25 per 
cent completed. Yields and qual­ 
ity of first cuttings have been 
good to excellent in most areas. 


FRUIT PROSPECTS to date are 
for larger crops of peaches, pears 
and sweet cherries than in 1957. 
There was some frost injury dur­ 
ing May but damage was generally 
light except for limited areas. 
Milk production during the first 
5 months of 1958 totaled 2360 mil­ 
lion pounds, slightly less than the 
2366 million pounds produced dur­ 
ing the same period in 1957, but 
7 per cent larger than average. 
Egg production during the Janu­ 
ary through May period totaled 
991 million, 8 per cent less than a 
year earlier and 14 per cent less 
than average.

PERSONS WITH diabetes are 
likewise more susceptible to coro­ 
nary thrombosis or angina pector­ 
is, both involving the heart, than 
those who do not have this dis­ 
ease. 


Serious eye complications are 
rot uncommon in patients with un­ 
diagnosed or unsatisfactorily treat­ 
ed diabetes. Neglect of this dis­ 
ease can lead, in severe, cases, 
to progressive loss of weight and 
eventually to d<?ath. 
Even today there are far too 
many people who are careless 
about their diets or insulin and 
consequently develop serious com­ 
plications which might have been 
avoided. 


Diabetes should be identified as 
early as possible and exact treat­ 
ment with diet, and if necessary, 
insulin, must be outlined. Those 
afflicted with this disease cannot 
be careless about following instruc­ 
tions if they wish to avoid pain­ 
ful or serious complications and 
possibly even an untimely death. 
It should be emphasized again 
that individual management is es­ 
sential. No two persons with dia­ 
betes are exactly alike in their re­ 
quirements.
